TOKYO, Sept. 15. (/P)— The 'ourth 
attempt of Harold Bromley, Ameri- 
can aviator, to span

Pacific 
ocean ended today when he and his 
co-pilot, Harold Gatty, were forc- 
ed by adverse weather to return to 
within a few miles from where they 
had taken off for America nearly 
twenty-five hours previously. 
Bromley landed ihe huge mono- 
plane "City of Tacoma" near the 
villege of Shitsskari on Cape Shi- 
rlya, Aomori prefecture, at 6 a. in. 
(1 p. m. P. S. T.) 
Neither the pilot 


nor Gatty were injured, but dis- 
patches did not say whether the 
plane was damaged. 
The monoplane, attempting a 4,- 


500-mile flight over the ocean to 
Tacoma, Wash., was in the air 24 
hours and 52 minutes and from cal- 
culations apparently had flown ap- 
proximately 2.400 miles. 


The plane had reached 300 .niles 


beyond Cape Lopatka. nearly half 
way to the westernmost- Aleutians, 
before turning hack when the fli- 
ers encountered thick fog and head 
winds. 


Fear for the fliers' safety had 


increased -when no reports were re- 
ceived after they began its hazard- 
ous flight. Although the plane car- 
ried a wireless set, operatois in 
ships at sea and land stations were 
unable to pick up signals from the 
fliers. It was believed rain had dis- 
abled the radio set.

TRUE FREEDOM OF THE 


PRESS. 


When Americans think of 


freedom of the press they 
think of the liberty to report 
news honestly and without 
libel 
or 
libellous intent, 


and 
more 
particularly the 


liberty to discuss without in- 
timidation such matters 
as 


affect the public as a whole. 
It presupposes that right to 
applaud or to criticize 
the 


public acts of government 
and its servants from the 
president down. Such inde- 
pendence is guaranteed the 
press in the Constitution of 
the United States. 


Washington 
has always 


respected 
the 
traditional 


freedom of the press except 
during that period 
of 
na- 


tional frenzy when the Unit- 
ed States was at war with 
Germany. 
Then there pre- 


vailed a state of mind under 
which the public was more 
concerned with the success- 
ful prosecution of the war 
than with safeguarding its 
own rights and welfare. 


Seldom 
has this nation 


witnessed outbreaks against 
newspapers that dared to ex- 
press opinions and publish 
facts 
contrary 
to 
public 


opinion. Here, of all places 
in the world, the liberty of 
the press is secure. 


In the Italy 
of 
Premier 


Musolini the phrase is given 
a 
different interpretation 


from that applied here. The 
Italian dictator holds that it 
is the duty of the newspaper 
to print nothing that would 
harm the fascist regime.

THE METAMORU HOSTS OF LOVE 


I. Narcissus. 


A change of form, but no loss 


of identity; that is metamorphosis. 
The life in the butterfly is the 
same life that was in the egg, the 
caterpillar and the chrysalis but 
the forms show wide change. 


Love is a force in every human 


being, and passes through 
four 


•well market phases from infancy 
to maturity. 


The first phase is Narclssum or 


love of self. 
The second phase 


is object love, or the Oedipus com- 
plex, by which the young child 
extends his self love to include 
the mother or nurse as a pa.rt 
of himself. 
The third phase re- 


aches a 
little farther 
out and 


and binds him, soul with soul, 
to a little comrade, or to the gang 
in 
general. 
The 
fourth 
phase 


finds him in the grasp of maturi- 
ty, when self love is completely 
transferred into love for mate and 
child. 


Each love phase is essential to 


the rounding out 
of the 
adult 


personality, but in each case its 
special form must be lost in the 
new lines that characterize 
the 


later love. 


The Narcissus phase Is normally 


dominant only in the first months 
of life. 
That is the time when 


the baby has no interest except 
in himself. To eat, to sleep, to be 
warm; to gain self-expression in 
cooing and wailing; to love the 
feel of aimlesly waving arms and 
legs, or of the tiny thumb in the 
grasp of the nursing muscles of 
the mouth; these are his only con- 
cerns. 
In 
other 
words, he is 


completely 
wrapped 
up 
in 
the 


sense of being alive. That is the 
phase of self love or Narcissism. 


You may not think it Narcis- 


sism when your child is so at- 
tached to a battered toy that he 
prefers it to the new one; or 
so fond of his daily fare that he 
will try nothing new in the way 
of eatables. 
But there is danger 


In the situation. He holds on to 
the old toy or the 
accustomed 


food in order not to lose the feel 
fhat 
each has 
given him, 
and 


that has become a part of him- 
self. 
He 
Is afraid 
new 
fields 


will 
not 
afford 
him 
the 
same 


satisfaction. 


But it must not last too long 


nor be too much in evidence in 
child or man, or it becomes a 
personality 
defect. 
We do 
not 


mind the 
self-absorption 
of the 


baby as he coos with delight at 
his 
own 
chubby 
arms 
waving 


ecstatically before him. We laugh 
as approvingly at him as we do 
at the little lambs aimlessly frisk- 
ing in the pasture, wild with the 
mere Joy of living. 
But we do 


not like to hear a man talking 
to hear himself talk, or to see a 
woman spending all her time gaz- 
ing in the mirror. We don't like 
the over boastful child, nor the 
adult who does the 
spectacular 


thing justto get into the lime- 
light. 
It is an unpleasant 
spec- 


tacle to see a man wholly ab- 
sorbed in pleasing his pnlate; or 
one who gives undue attention to 
his person, either in the matter of 
clothes or of bathing and mani- 
curing. 


In 
later 
life there 
comes 
the 


ardent phase of love making; but 
Narcissus makes a poor lover. He 
is likely to be in love with love 
rather than with the sweetheart. 
He is so wrapped up in his own 
bliss that he has nothing to give 
to another. Narcissus is the Greek 
personification of self love. 
The 


myth pictures him as a beautiful 
youth, who has caught his own 
reflection 
in a pool and 
hangs 


languishing over the brink, un- 
able to get away from adoration 
of himself. 
This 
is fixation 
in 


the phase of self love. 


Tomorrow we will talk about 


Oedipus, who typifies arrest at the 
phase of early object lovp.

unleash healing powers which can- 
not be surpassed even with the use 
of costly radium has been devel- 
oped at the California Institute of 
Technology here, it was learned 
today. 


While the institute physicists do 


not profess to have discovered 
a 


new cure for cancer or other dis- 
eases, they say their new tube more 
than answers the recent 
appeal 


by the Radiological Research in- 
stitute of New York for tubes to 
produce X-rays of a hardness and 
penetration 
heretofore unknown. 


The tube was designed and devel- 


oped by Dr. C. C. Lauritsen .-,nd 
his associates. Dr. Robert A. Mil- 
likan, noted physicist, acted in an 
advisory capacity. Funds for the 
research were furnished by the 
Carnegie corporation of New York. 


Further experiments are 
being 


carried out 
daily 
to determine 


methods of using the 
unusually 


high voltages. 


In appealing to physicists to de- 


vise a more powerful X-rny tube, 
Dr. Rollin H. Stevens, of Detroit, 
secretary 
of the radiological 
re- 


search institute, recently said "We 
now produce X-rays of from 6,000 
to 250,000 volts, and if we went to 
300,000 or 400,000 
we 
could 
get 


practically radium rays from 
an 


X-ray tube and we know results 
would be much better. 
But 
we 


cannot go that high for we lack the 
tubes to stand it." 


On the same day Dr. Stevens was 


broadcasting this appeal, Dr. Lau- 
ritsen and his associates said they 
were producing X-rays with more 


The tube, experimented with for 


than 600,000 volts, 
the last three years, recently was 
rebuilt by Dr. Lauritsen to allow 
operation and observation at close 
range. Measuring ten feet in length 
nnd 12 inches in diameter, the tube 
is muted in a concrete hotising or 
dugout 
approximately 
14 
feet 


square nnd eight feet high.
